2. THE EGYPTIANS (SARELO OFFICERS) HAVE INDICATED THAT PROBLEMS 
WILL HAVE TO BE HAMMERED OUT WITH THE LEGAL DIVISION OF THE 
FOREIGN OFFICE CONCERNING STATUS, VISAS, BISA RENEWALS, NOT- 
IFICATION TO THE HOST GOVERNMENT OF ARRIVALS AND DEPARTUREY AND 
WHETHER OR NOT THIRD COUNTRY NATIONALS EMPLOYED BY SFM WOULD 
BE SUBJECT TO ALL ASPECTS OF EGYPTIAN LAW. 
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3. THE ISRAELIS (LEVINSON AND COMPANY) ARE NOT ENTHUSIASTIC 
AND SEEM SOMEWHAT SUPRISED THAT AN ARRANGEMENT COULD NOT 
BE MADE TO HIRE ARABS, AT LEAST, FROM THE GAZA AREA. (GOE
